18, Notwithstanding the statement made by Late Morarji Desai, 
the then Prime Minister of India, in the Lok Sabha on 
28 0 08o 1978 regarding the availability of "further contem- 
porary official documentary records" , no such records 
could be located by the Prime Minister's Office, the 
Cabinet Sectt, , and the Ministry of External Affairs, 
as reported by them. The said reports would be considered 
by the Hon'ble Chairman at the appropriate stage to 
express his views thereon.

22. Shri Subrata Bose, a nephew of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose 
has stated before the Commission at the time of its 
hearing on 02.12.2002 that he would try to impress upon 
some of the descendants in the paternal and maternal 
lineage of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose to donate blood. 

Shri Nirupam Som, who earlier questioned the efficacy of 
the proposed D.N.A. test, has stated inter alia in his 

letter dated 05*12.2002 to the Secretary of the Commission : 

"I see no reason to deviate from the stand taken by me 

in my earlier letter to you. I am also sure that Shri Subrata 
Bose is aware of the points raised in the same. Hence, 
since this important matter of blood donation is being 
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delayed, I hereby express my willingness to donate blood 
for the D.N.A. test provided Shri Subrata Bose has also 
given concurrence and has donated the same,'* Shri Sadhan 
Kar in his letter dated 26. 12 , 2002received by the 
Commission on 06.01.03 has expressed his willingness to 
cooperate with the Commission for the proposed D.N.A. 
test. The Commission by its Registered letter No. 495 
dated December 31, 2002 has requested Shri Dwarka Nath 
Bose, son of Netaji's elder brother Late Sunil Onandra 
Bose to convey in writing his willingness to donate his 
blood sample of one ml, for the purpose of the proposed 
D.N.A. test. The Commission is still making efforts to 
collect the names and addresses of other eligible donors, 
if any, of Netaji’s family. 


23. Necessary steps have been taken for the hearing of the 
Commission scheduled to be held on January 9, 2003 in 
Annexe Building, Mahajati Sadan, Kolkata on the contents 
of the paragraph 7(a)of the Status Report as on 28.11.2002 
(copy enclosed). 


24, The Secretary, Ministry of External Affairs, Government of 
India, has been requested by the Commission’s registered 
letter No. JMCl/CPDC/2000/432 dated November 27, 2002 to 



kindly pursuade the Government of Japan to get from the

1 . Xerox copies of the Commission’s Status Report as on 06.06.2002 and of the proceedings 
dated June 10, 2002 and July 16, 2002 were sent to the Secretaries, Ministry of Home 
Affairs, Ministry of External Affairs, Prime Minister’s Office, Cabinet Secretariat, Ministry 
of Defence, as also to the Director General, National Archives of India, and the Director, 
Intelligence Bureau, Government of India, under Commission’s registered letter no.

3. No counter-affidavit or affidavit-in-opposition was filed by Ministry of Horne Affairs, 
Ministry of External Affairs, Prime Minister’s office. Cabinet Secretariat, Ministry of 
Defence and Intelligence Bureau, Govt of India in respect of 
averments/contentions/allegations contained in the affidavits/supplementary affidavits of 
different deponents in spite of repeated reminders. Hence, they have been intimated by 
registered letter no 300 dated September 03, 2002 that because of the said default of the 
said Ministries/Departments/Offices of the Government of India, the Commission 
presumed that the formers did not want to file any counter-affidavits or affidavits-in- 
opposition as they had nothing with them to enable them to say anything contrary to or 
rebut on oath the averments and contentions contained in the aforesaid affidavits.

no such records could be traced out by the Government of India, as reported by them. The 
reports given by the Ministry of External Affairs, Prime Minister’s Office, the Ministry of 
Home Affairs, etc. in the matter would be considered by the Hon’ble Chairman at the 
appropriate stage to express his views thereon. 

7(a) 'I he Hon’ble Chairman and the Secretary of the Commission visited Japan in the month 
of September, 2002 and could examine only ope witness, viz.. Dr. T. Yoshimi, in spite of 
publication of a notice about the sitting of the Commission in Japan, in a prominent 
English daily of Japan before the visit of the Commission to Japan. The Commission 
could interact with a number of local people at the Renkoji Temple in Tokyo who declined 
to depose before the Commission as witnesses. They have, however, stated that they all 
believe that Netaji had died in the plane crash on 1 8 Ul August, 1945 and that the ashes of 
Netaji are being preserved at the Renkoji Temple, but none of them could adduce any 
evidence in support of their said beliefs. The Commission could not visually examine the 
ashes kept in Renkoji Temple as the container thereof could not be opened by the 
authorities of the Renkoji Temple on that day for some practical difficulties. Since the 
Commission was leaving for Miyazaki on that very day to examine Dr. T. Yoshimi, the 
Hon’ble Chairman addressed a letter to the Ambassador of India in Japan (who was away 
from Tokyo on that day) requesting him to get the ashes examined by a competent officer 
of the Embassy to ascertain whether there is any bone or fragments of bone in them 
justifying examination of the ashes by D.N.A. test. The report dated November 12/18, 
2002 of the Indian Embassy in Japan and the photographs received by the Hon’ble 
Chairman on 28.11.2002, shows that the casket alleged to be containing the mortal 
remains of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose appear to be having bone fragments, parts of the 
skull, some teeth, and a portion of the jaw. 

7)b) Shri Nandalal Chakraborty, one of the deponents of the affidavit no. JMCI/1 1, in his letter 
dated 01.11.2002 addressed to the Secretary' of the Commission has requested the 
Commission to visit the USA, the UK, and Germany for reasons mentioned therein, Copy 
ot the said letter has been sent to the Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India in 
continuation of the Commission’s letter no. 398 dated 1 1.11.2002 to act accordingly. 

8. The documents collected by the National Archives of India from the UK as per requisition 
of the Commission have been received and are being scrutinized by the Commission. 

9. The Commission has received from the Ministry of External Affairs some papers in 
support of the contention of the Ministry of External Affairs that the name of Netaji 
Subhas Chandra Bose does not appear in the list of “War Criminals”. 


10. The Commission has been pursuing with the Ministry of External Affairs, Ministry of 
Home Affairs, Prime Minister’s Office, Ministry of Information and Broadcasting, the 
Intelligence Bureau, etc.. Government of India, for various 
files/documents/records/reports called for from them which are yet to be received by the 
Commission. 

11. Some handwritings allegedly of “Gumnami Baba” were made over to the Government 
Examiner of Questioned Documents, Bureau of Police Research and Development, 
Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India, Simla, on 02.09.2002 along with some 
admitted specimens of the handwritings of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose for examination 
of the said questioned handwritings by comparing with the said admitted specimens of 
handwritings. The sealed report of the said Government Examiner has been collected and 
brought to the office of the Commission on 25. 1 1 .2002. Efforts are being made to get the 
aforesaid two sets of handwritings examined independently by two more eminent 
handwriting experts, one after the other. It may be pointed out in this connection that it 
will take considerable time to get the questioned handwritings, allegedly of Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose, verified with admitted specimens of his handwritings by 3 (three) eminent 
handwriting experts independently, one after the other. 

12. The authenticated xerox copies of the relevant rules and procedures, which were in force 
at the time of destruction of different files/documents of the Government of India, as 
called for, could not be received from the Prime Minister’s office in spite of close 
persuasion by the Commission. Hence, it has been decided not to pursue the matter 
further. 

13. To collect blood samples of persons on the patemal/maternal lineage of Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose for the purpose of DNA tests of the relevant specimens out of the articles 
seized from the house in Faizabad, UP for establishing the identity of the subject to whom 
those specimens belonged, Sarbasree Nirupam Som, Subrata Bose, Pradip Bose, Sugata 
Bose, Chandra Kumar Bose, Surya Kumar Bose, Sadhan Kar and Smt. Chitra Ghose were 
requested by the Commission’s letters dated 30.07.2002/ 03.10.2002/04.10.2002 to kindly 

. cooperate with this Commission by communicating their willingness to donate their 
respective blood samples of one ml. each. While no response has yet been received from 
Sarbasree Chandra Kumar Bose, Sadhan Kar and Smt. Chitra Ghosh, Shri Nirupam Som 
and Shri Sugata Bose have questioned the efficacy of the proposed DNA test in their 
respective replies to the Commission in the matter. Shri Surya Kumar Bose, who is now 
living in Germany, has however expressed his willingness to donate the blood but has 
informed that he has no plan to visit India in near future. Shri Pradip Bose has replied that 
he has no objection to donate the blood in New Delhi as he will not be able to come to 
Kolkata in near future. Shri Subrata Bose in his letter dated November 28, 2002 which 
was received by the Commission at 3.45 PM on the same day, conveyed his willingness to 
donate blood sample for the proposed DNA test on the specimens obtained from 
Faizabad, UP, “and for no other purpose”. The Commission is still making efforts to 
collect the names and addresses of other eligible donors, if any, of Netaji’s family.

No other 
relevant documents are available in Taiwan.

1 am directed to say that till now the Commission has not come across any 
tuthentic contemporary death certificate or cremation certificate or cremation permit 
ssued by any competent authority in respect of the alleged death of Netaji Subhas 
Hhandra Bose in the alleged plane crash at Taihoku on 18.8.45. What the Commission has 
•eceived from your end till date is a copy of a letter dated 24.7.56 of Hisaji Hattori, Chief 
}f 4 th Section, Asian Adairs Bureau, Ministry of Foreign Adairs, Govt, of Japan, 
iddressed to Mr. A.K.Dar, the then First Secretary, Embassy of India, Tokyo and its 
inclosure which is a certified copy dt. 14.7.56 of an extract from the original document 
an cremation permit in the name of one Ichiro Okura described in^this certificate as a 
‘Non-regular stad member offlrmy forces”. In his aforesaid letter dt. 24.7.56, Mr. Hisaji 
Hattori stated “ it is believed that this cremation permit of Ichiro Okura must correspond 
to the case for late Mr. Subhas Chandra Bose “. According to him, the death of Netaji 
Subhas Chandra Bose was kept strictly confidential at that time and it was believed that 
the cremation permit in the name of Ichiro Okura “ must correspond to the case for late 
Mr. Subhas Chandra Bose”. The name of the applicant for the cremation permit has been 
shown in the certified copy as Taneyoshi Yoshimi. In his aforesaid letter dated 24.7.56 
Mr. Hisaji Hattori further stated that the applicant for the cremation permit was 
Taneyoshi Yoshimi (A copy of this letter with a copy of its enclosure is enclosed). 


During its recent visit to Japan, the Commission examined Dr. Taneyoshi 
Yoshimi on oath as a witness and his deposition was recorded. He stated before the 
Commission that he applied to the Taiwan Military authority for cremation permit for the 
deceased Chandra Bose and attached with the application the death certificate issued by 
him in the name of Chandra Bose. He categorically stated that he signed the death 
certificate of the deceased Chandra Bose and that he had no occasion to apply for a 
cremation permit in the name of Ichiro Okura. He went to the extent of stating that he 


did not even know Ichiro Okura. 1 am directed to say that, in view of these clear 
statements of Taneyoshi Yoshimi, the cremation permit in the name of Ichiro Okura 
cannot, by any stretch of imagination, relates to Netaji Subhas ChajBdra Bose. According 
to Dr. Yoshimi, Chandra Bose, as Subhas Chandra Bose was known to the Japanese, 
was brought to the hospital on 18.8.1945 and he died in the same night, but in the 
cremation permit in the name of Ichiro Okura the dale of death has been shown as 
19.8.1945. 


1 am further directed to say that sifting and examining other materials already in 
the possession of the Commission, the Commission has come across some materials 
which make the Commission loath to accept the aforesaid claim of Mr. Hattori. 

While going through the lilcs and records of British Library, London, the 
Commission came across a copy of a telegram from the United Kingdom Commission, 
Japan, sent to the Security Services on 29.7.46. Enclosing a copy of the telegram, I am 
directed to invite your notice to para 1 and para 2(b) of the telegram. In para 1 it was 
clearly stated that the alleged death of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose took place sometime 
between 1900 and 2000 hours (local time) on August 18, 1945, while in the cremation 
permit in the name of Ichiro Okura the date of death, as already mentioned, has been 
shown as August 19, 1945.

Again, from the para 2 (b) it appears that one Second Lieutenant Mr. Tsuruta, M.O. 
attended to Subhas Chandra Bose and was with him from the time he was brought into 
hospital until his death about 4 hours later and that Dr. Tsuruta issued death certificate 
in the same evening and saw the body put in the coffin. There is no mention of Dr. 
Taneyoshi Yoshimi in this telegram. { : 


jii From the aforesaid materials before the Commission, it seems that one death 
[(certificate in the name of Chandra Bose or Subhas Chandra Bose was issued on 18.8.1945. 
From the certified copy of extract from the original document on cremation permit in 
thre name or Ichiro Okura it appears further that the certified copy of extract of the 
original document was issued on July 14, 1956. It, therefore, follows that the original 
document on cremation was in existence on July 14, 1956 i.e. long after the end of the 2 nd 
World War. If that be so, it can perhaps be presumed that the document is still in 
| existence. If the original document and cremation permit along with the original 
application for cremation permit filed on 18 8.45 and the death certificate issued on 
18.8.45 are made available for inspection of the Commission, it * is hoped that those 
documents would show actually who was the deceased in respect o f whom death 
certificate was issued by Dr. Tsuruta or Dr. Taneyoshi Yoshimi, application for 
cremation permit was filed and cremation permit was issued. There cannot be any 
gainsaying that these documents are the best evidence on the issue of the alleged death of 
Netaji as a result of an alleged plane crash at Taihoku on 18.8.45. 

I 1 am, therefore, directed to request you to kindly take up the matter with the 

| Government of Japan and impress upon them the importance of the aforesaid documents 
for the purpose of solving for all time to come the mystery shrouding the alleged 
disappearance of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose, 'flic Government of Japan may be 
persuaded to get from the Government of Taiwan the original register of cremation 
permits for the period from 18.8. 1945 to 21.8.1945, the original application for cremation 
permit allegedly filed on 18.8.45 in the name of Chandra Bose or Subhas Chandra Bose, 


original application for cremation permit, if any, filed on 18.8.45 or 19.8.45 in the name 
of Ichiro Okura, the original death certificate allegedly issued in the name of Subhas 
Chandra Bose and the original death certificate, if any, in the name of Ichiro Okura so 
that the Commission may have access to these documents. 

An early action will be highly appreciated.

1 am directed to say that till now the Commission lias not come across any 
mthentic contemporary death certificate or cremation certificate or cremation permit 
ssued by any competent authority in respect of the alleged death of Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose in the alleged plane crash at Taihoku on 18.8.45. What the Commission has 
•eceived front your end till date is a copy of a letter dated 24.7.56 of Hisaji Hattori, Chief 
)f 4 11 ’ Section, Asian Affairs Bureau, Ministry of Foreign Affairs, Govt, of Japan, 
uldrcsscd to Mr. A.K.Dar, the then First Secretary, Embassy of India, Tokyo and its 
jnclosurc which is a certified copy dt. 14.7.56 of an extract from the original document 
;tn cremation permit in the name of one Ichiro Okura described in this certificate as a 
‘Non-regular staff member of^rmy forces”. In his aforesaid letter dt. 24.7.56, Mr. Hisaji 
Hattori stated “ it is believed that this cremation permit of Ichiro Okura must correspond 
to the case for late Mr. Subhas Chandra Bose According to him, the death of Netaji 
Subhas Chandra Bose was kept strictly confidential at that time and it was believed that 
the cremation permit in the name of Ichiro Okura “ must correspond to the case for late 
Mr. Subhas Chandra Bose”. The name of the applicant for the cremation permit has been 
shown in the certified copy as Tancyoshi Yoshimi. In his aforesaid letter dated 24.7.56 
Mr. Hisaji Hattori further stated that the applicant for the cremation permit was 
Taneyoshi Yoshimi (A copy of this letter with a copy of its enclosure is enclosed). 


During its recent visit to Japan, the Commission examined Dr. Taneyoshi 
Yoshimi on oath as a witness and his deposition was recorded. He stated before the 
Commission that he applied to the Taiwan Military authority for cremation permit for the 
deceased Chandra Bose and attached with the application the death certificate issued by 
him in the name of Chandra Bose, lie categorically stated that lie signed the death 
certificate of the deceased Chandra Bose and that he had no occasion to apply for a 
cremation permit in the name of Ichiro Okura. He went to the extent of stating that he 


did not even know Ichiro Okura. I am directed to say that, in view of these clear 
statements of Taneyoshi Yoshimi, the cremation permit in the name of Ichiro Okura 
cannot, by any stretch of imagination, relates to Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. According 
to Dr. Yoshimi, Chandra Bose, as Subhas Chandra Bose was known to the Japanese, 
was brought to the hospital on 18.8.1945 and he died in the same night, but in the 
cremation permit in the name of Ichiro Okura the date of death has been shown as 
19.8.1945. 

1 am further directed to say that sifting and examining other materials already in 
the possession of the Commission, the Commission has come across some materials 
which make the Commission loath to accept the aforesaid claim of Mr. Hattori. 

While going through the files and records of British Library, London, the 
Commission came across a copy of a telegram from the United Kingdom Commission, 
Japan, sent to the Security Services on 29.7.46. Enclosing a copy of the telegram, I am 
directed to invite your notice to para 1 and para 2(b) of the telegram. In para 1 it was 
clearly stated that the alleged death of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose took place sometime 
between 1900 and 2000 hours (local time) on August 18, 1945, while in the cremation 
permit in the name of Ichiro Okura the date of death, as already mentioned, has been 
shown as August 19, 1945. > 

Again, from the para 2 (b) it appears that one Second Lieutenant Mr. Tsuruta, M.O. 
attended to Subhas Chandra Bose and was with him from the time he was brought into 
hospital until his death about 4 hours later and that Dr. Tsuruta issued death certificate 
in the same evening and saw the body put in the coffin. There is no mention of Dr. 
Taneyoshi Yoshimi in this telegram. 


ij From the aforesaid materials before the Commission, it seems that one death 
J certificate in the name of Chandra Bose or Subhas Chandra Bose was issued on 18.8.1945. 
From the certified copy of extract from the original document on cremation permit in 
thre name or Ichiro Okura it appears further that the certified copy of extract of the 
original document was issued on July 14, 1956. It, therefore, follows that the original 
document on cionmlion was in existence on July 14, 1950 i e long idler the end of the 2'" 1 
World War. If that be so, it can perhaps be presumed that the document is still in 
existence. If the original document and cremation permit along with the original 
application for cremation permit filed on 18.8.45 and the death certificate issued on 
18.8.45 are made available for inspection of the Commission, ft is hoped that those 
documents would show actually who was the deceased in respect of whom death 
certificate was issued by Dr Tsuruta or Dr. Taneyoshi Yoshimi, application for 
cremation permit was filed and cremation permit was issued. There cannot be any 
gainsaying that these documents are the best evidence on the issue of the alleged death of 
Netaji as a result of an alleged plane crash at Taihoku on 18.8.45. 

I am, therefore, directed to request you to kindly take up the matter with the 
Government of Japan and impress upon them the importance of the aforesaid documents 
for the purpose of solving for all time to come the mystery shrouding the alleged 
disappearance of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. The Government of Japan may be 
persuaded to get from the Government of Taiwan the original register of cremation 
permits for the period from 18.8. 1945 to 21.8.1945, the original application for cremation 
permit allegedly filed on 18.8.45 in the name of Chandra Bose or Subhas Chandra Bose, 
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original application for cremation permit, if any, filed on 18.8.45 or 19.8.45 in the name 
of Ichiro Okura, the original death certificate allegedly issued in the name of Subhas 
Chandra Bose and the original death certificate, if any, in the name of Ichiro Okura so 
that the Commission may have access to these documents.

to get the ashes examined by a competent officer of the 
Embassy to ascertain whether there was any bone or fragments 
of bone in them justifying examination of the ashes by 
D.N.a. test.

Sub, Alleged Cremation Permit in respect of Netaii Subhas Chandra Bose. 

I am directed to say that till now the Commission has not come across any 
authentic contemporary death certificate or cremation certificate or cremation permit 
issued by any competent authority in respect of the alleged death of Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose in the alleged plane crash at Taihoku on 18.8.45. What the Commission has 
received from your end till date is a copy of a letter dated 24.7.56 of Hisaji Hattori, Chief 
of 4 th Section, Asian Affairs Bureau, Ministry of Foreign Affairs, Govt, of Japan, 
addressed to Mr. A.K.Dar, the then First Secretary, Embassy of India, Tokyo and its 
enclosure which is a certified copy dt. 14.7.56 of an extract from the original document 
on cremation permit in the name of one Ichiro Okura described in this certificate as a 
‘Non-regular staff member of4rmy forces”. In his aforesaid letter dt. 24.7.56, Mr. Hisaji 
Hattori stated “ it is believed that this cremation permit of Ichiro Okura must correspond 
to the case for late Mr. Subhas Chandra Bose According to him, the death of Netaji 
Subhas Chandra Bose was kept strictly confidential at that time and it was believed that 
the cremation permit in the name of Ichiro Okura “ must correspond to the case for late 
Mr. Subhas Chandra Bose”. The name of the applicant for the cremation permit has been 
shown in the certified copy as Taneyoshi Yoshimi. In his aforesaid letter dated 24.7.56 
Mr. Hisaji Hattori further stated that the applicant for the cremation permit was 
Taneyoshi Yoshimi (A copy of this letter with a copy of its enclosure is enclosed). 




During its recent visit to Japan, the Commission examined Dr. Taneyoshi 
Yoshimi on oath as a witness and his deposition was recorded. He stated before the 
Commission that he applied to the Taiwan Military authority for cremation permit for the 
deceased Chandra Bose and attached with the application the death certificate issued by 
him in the name of Chandra Bose. He categorically stated that he signed the death 
certificate of the deceased Chandra Bose and that he had no occasion to apply for a 
cremation permit in the name of Ichiro Okura. He went to the extent of stating that he 


did not even know Ichiro Okura. I am directed to say that, in view of these clear 
statements of Taneyoshi Yoshimi, the cremation permit in the name of Ichiro Okura 
cannot, by any stretch of imagination, relates to Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. According 
to Dr. Yoshimi, Chandra Bose, as Subhas Chandra Bose was known to the Japanese, 
was brought to the hospital on 18.8.1945 and he died in the same night, but in the 
cremation permit in the name of Ichiro Okura the date of death has been shown as 
19.8.1945. 

I am further directed to say that sifting and examining other materials already in 
the possession of the Commission, the Commission has come across some materials 
which make the Commission loath to accept the aforesaid claim of Mr. Hattori. 

While going through the files and records of British Library, London, the 
Commission came across a copy of a telegram from the United Kingdom Commission, 
Japan, sent to the Security Services on 29.7.46. Enclosing a copy of the telegram, I am 
directed to invite your notice to para 1 and para 2(b) of the telegram. In para 1 it was 
clearly stated that the alleged death of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose took place sometime 
between 1900 and 2000 hours (local time) on August 18, 1945, while in the cremation 
permit in the name of Ichiro Okura the date of death, as already mentioned, has been 
shown as August 19, 1945. 

Again, from the para 2 (b) it appears that one Second Lieutenant Mr. Tsuruta, M.O. 
attended to Subhas Chandra Bose and was with him from the time he was brought into 
hospital until his death about 4 hours later and that Dr. Tsuruta issued death certificate 
in the same evening and saw the body put in the coffin. There is no mention of Dr. 
Taneyoshi Yoshimi in this telegram. 


u/ From the aforesaid materials before the Commission, it seems that one death 
1 1 certificate in the name of Chandra Bose or Subhas Chandra Bose was issued on 18.8.1945. 
From the certified copy of extract from the original document on cremation permit in 
thre name or Ichiro Okura it appears further that the certified copy of extract of the 
original document was issued on July 14, 1956. It, therefore, follows that the original 
document on cremation was in existence on July 14, 1956 i.e. long after the end of the 2 nd 
World War. If that be so, it can perhaps be presumed that the document is still in 
'.] existence. If the original document and cremation permit along with the original 
application for cremation permit filed on 18.8.45 and the death certificate issued on 
18.8.45 are made available for inspection of the Commission, it is hoped that those 
documents would show actually who was the deceased in respect of whom death 
c ertificate was issued by Dr. Tsuruta or Dr. Taneyoshi Yoshimi, application for 
c remation permit was filed and cremation permit was issued. There cannot be any 
gainsaying that these documents are the best evidence on the issue of the alleged death of 
Netaji as a result of an alleged plane crash at Taihoku on 18.8.45. 

\ I am, therefore, directed to request you to kindly take up the matter with the 

| Government of Japan and impress upon them the importance of the aforesaid documents 
for the purpose of solving for all time to come the mystery shrouding the alleged 
disappearance of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. The Government of Japan may be 
persuaded to get from the Government of Taiwan the original register of cremation 
permits for the period from 18.8. 1945 to 21.8.1945, the original application for cremation 
permit allegedly filed on 18.8.45 in the name of Chandra Bose or Subhas Chandra Bose, 





original application for cremation permit, if any, filed on 18.8.45 or 19.8.45 in the name 
of Ichiro Okura, the original death certificate allegedly issued in the name of Subhas 
Chandra Bose and the original death certificate, if any, in the name of Ichiro Okura so 
that the Commission may have access to these documents.

Please refer to your letter No. Records/N.Delhi/99-2000/37(lll)/319 
dated 6.9.2002 regarding a speech made over Moscow Radio by one Subhash 
Chandra. 

The matter under reference was also the subject matter of a Parliament 
Question in 1969. The outcome of enquiries made at that time was as under. 

The authorities in Radio Moscow had confirmed that a person called Subash 
Chandra had indeed made a broadcast on 21.1.1967. However, they did not have 
any particulars of this person. Enquiries by our Mission in Moscow further revealed 
that this person was one of the Indian students in Moscow, some of whom were 
occasionally asked to make commentaries. Further enquiries revealed that there 
were three students with the common name of Subhas Chandra who were studying 
in Moscow at that time, viz., Subhas Chandra, Subhas Chandra Jettly and Subhas 
Chandra Duggal. Further investigations indicated that out of these three, Subash 
Chandra Duggal aged about twenty-four (in 1970) had most likely made the 
broadcast. 

Officials in Radio Moscow also informed our Mission that they did not keep 
any records of commentaries other than those made by extremely important 
individuals. 

It may be mentioned here that officials of our Mission in Moscow made the 
enquiries in the matter personally with concerned authorities in Radio Moscow. As 
such, no formal report of Radio Moscow on the issue is available in our records.

As you are aware, the Government of India have set up a Commission of Inquiry 
headed by Hon’ble Justice M.K. Mukherjee to enquire into the circumstances of the 
alleged disappearance of Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose.

During a meeting with Stephen Evans in September you handed over a note regarding official 
records on Subhas Chandra Bose. I am sorry for the delay in replying, however the aftermath 
of the events of 1 1 September caused us to lose sight of your original enquiry. 

I understand from our Records and Historical Department (RHC) that our position on this 
issue remains as set out in the note of February 2000. Virtually all records that are more than 
30 years old have been released to the Public Record Office or the British Library. A few 
relevant papers from the files of the intelligence and security agencies are withheld (with the 
ii approval of the Lord Chancellor in accordance with the Public Records Acts). These papers 
do not add to the substantive account of the circumstances of Subhas Chandra Bose’s death 
that is given in the files available at the British Library. They are withheld as a matter of 
principle, because the peacetime files of the intelligence and security agencies are not 
released, rather than because of their particular content. In addition, one paper from the files 
available at the British Library is withheld on the grounds of continuing personal sensitivity. 

Richard Bevins, RHD, told me that this position was explained to Justice Mukheijee (who is 
leading the Indian Government enquiry) and Vikas Swarup when they called on Records and 
Historical Department in July. 

I am sorry if this adds little to what you already know.

Japanese associates at the Renkoji Temple in Tokyo followed by an examination of 
the urn allegedly containing the ashes of Netaji. They also met the chief priest of the 
Renkoji Temple and the Secretary of the Bose Academy. The interaction at the 
Renkoji Temple was facilitated by the Foreign Office, and two of their officials were 
present during the proceedings. 

The Commission also visited Miyazaki where they recorded the deposition of 
Dr. Taneyoshi Yoshimi who claimed to have attended Netaji after the alleged plane 
crash. He was the only witness to have been examined by the Commission from 
amongst those who had deposed before the Shah Nawaz Committee and the Khosla 
Commission.

This refers to your fax No.25/4-NGO-Vol/VIIl dated October 25, 2002 
seeking clarification on the expenditure incurred for the hire of an interpreter for 
the Justice Mukherjee Commission of Inquiry. 

The original estimate of the cost on the hire of an interpreter - Yen 
140,000 for two days - was based on the original plan wluch called for the 
Hon’ble Commission’s deliberations to be held in Tokyo only. However, as 
Ministry is aware, the Commission had to visit Miyazaki to interview the doctor 
who allegedly attended on Netaji after the crash. Consequent upon the decision 
to visit Miyazaki, the agency from which we hired the interpreter submitted a 
new quotation with an explanation of the additional charges which is faxed 
below. This quotation mentions a payment of Yen 269,400 for the hire of 
interpreter for two days. In fact the Embassy haggled with the agency and actual 
payment was less than the quoted amount (Yen 215,000). The additional charges 
quoted by the agency include “compensation for lost earning” plus “per diem 
allowance” for the period spent in Miyazaki. I might mention that the 
Commission had conveyed to the Embassy prior to their departure for New Delhi 
that they were very pleased with the performance of the interpreter. We would 
be very grateful if the MHA could be requested to process the sanction for the 
charges paid for the services of the interpreter expeditiously.

I have checked the position regarding the hitherto classified papers with 
the Government of UK, which the Commission would like to access. As you are 
aware, our High Commission in London had taken up the matter with the Foreign 
& Commonwealth Office who had conveyed that the papers in question had been 
withheld with the approval of the Lord Chancellor and that they do not add to the 
substantive account of the circumstances of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose's 
death that is given in the files available at the British Library. They had further 
stated that these papers have been withheld because the peacetime files of the 
intelligence and security agencies are not released as a matter of principle, and 
not because of their particular content. 

However, since the Commission feels that these papers could be of vital 
importance with reference to its mandate, we have again taken up the issue of 
their release with the British Government and would keep you informed of the 
outcome in this regard.

Mr. Justice M.K.Mukherjee in his letter to the former EAM had inter alia 
mentioned that during the Commission’s visit to the Foreign & Commonwealth Office 
in London in July, 2001, it was revealed that some documents relating to Netaji 
Subhas Chandra Bose still remain classified with the approval of the Lord 
Chancellor. In response, EAM had informed him that the Ministry had taken up the 
matter with the concerned Mission and that the Commission would be kept informed 
of the outcome. 

Subsequently, the Foreign & Commonwealth Office on being approached 
through our Mission in London replied that these papers from the files of the 
intelligence and security agencies which have been withheld with the approval of the 
Lord Chancellor do not add to the substantive account of the circumstances of 
Subhas Chandra Bose’s death that is given in the files available at the British 
Library. They also stated that these papers are withheld as a matter of principle, 
because the peacetime files of the intelligence and security agencies are not 
released, rather than because of their particular content. In addition, one paper from 
the files available at the British Library is withheld on the grounds of continuing 
personal sensitivity. 

We were subsequently informed by the Commission that the Chairman of the 
Commission had personally written to Lord Peter Archer whom he had met during 
his visit to the UK, requesting him to approach the Lord Chancellor for release of the 
classified documents. The Commission in its Status Report of 6 th June, 2002 
forwarded with its letter of 1 .8.2002 has informed that Lord Archer, expressing his 
inability to get the documents released through his powers of persuasion, has 
suggested that the matter may be taken up further through diplomatic 
representations between the Governments. Accordingly, HCI, London has again 
been requested to pursue the matter with the British Government.

SUGGESTED TALKING POINTS 

Note: Mr. Justice Mukherjee’s request for a meeting with EAM is in the 
nature of a courtesy call. The Ministry of Home Affairs is the nodal 
Ministry for work related to the Commission of Inquiry. Assistance of 
MEA is sought for procuring documents relating to Netaji’s 
disappearance with foreign governments and for facilitating the visits 
of the Commission to sites abroad. In December 2001, Prime Minister 
visited the Renkoji Temple in Tokyo, the site where the ashes believed 
to be Subhas Bose’s are preserved. The Commission has recently 
returned from a visit to Tokyo (September 2002). They have examined 
witnesses, including the doctor who attended on Netaji after he was 
pulled out of the wreckage of the air-crash in Taipei. They had also 
asked the Embassy in Tokyo to pursue with concerned authorities to 

determine whether the ashes contain bone fragments that might be 

used for DNA testing. This has been done. There appear to be some 

bone fragments. These have also been digitally photographed. A 

report is on its way. 


• EAM may like to assure Mr. Justice Mukherjee of MEA’s continued 
assistance and cooperation in the completion of his inquiry into the 
alleged disappearance of Netaji. 

• EAM may also like to assure him that MEA will endeavour to obtain 
necessary documents available with foreign governments on the 
alleged disappearance of Netaji, required by the Commission of 
Inquiry. This is, of course, subject to their cooperation. EAM may 
also wish to say that the Commission would greatly facilitate this 
process, if it could give as many details of documents it requires, 




since considerable time has elapsed and it is difficult for foreign 
governments to trace and locate them without specific details being 
provided. (Commission’s requests have at times been too general for 
foreign governments to locate necessary documents). 


• EAM may like to enquire about Mr. Justice Mukheijee’s recent visit 
to Japan. In case he recalls that he has asked the Embassy to 
ascertain the presence of bone fragments in the ashes kept at 
Renkoji Temple, EAM may say that the Mission has already done 
the needful. There appear to be some bone fragments. A report is on 
its way. 

Proposed Visit to Taiwan 

Note: It is possible that Mr. Justice Mukherjee might raise with 
EAM the subject his proposed visit to Taiwan (Netaji is alleged to 
have died in an aircrash at Taipei Airport while Taiwan was under 
Japanese occupation). Our enquiries with authorities in Taipei have 
revealed that no documentation on his alleged death are available. 
Most of the sites - the aiport, military field hospital, crematorium etc. - 
have also been re-developed. No living witnesses have been located. We 
have already informed Mr. Justice Mukherjee that our ability to 
facilitate his visit to Taipei is limited by the lack of diplomatic relations 
with Taiwan, but that we will assist them in whatever manner is 
possible. 

• In case Justice Mukherjee raises this matter EAM may like to 
reiterate that our informal inquiries have revealed that 
information may be scarce. We are willing to facilitate their visit, 
should he decide to go, to the extent possible within our 
diplomatic limitations.

Background Note on Justice Mukheriee Commission of Inquiry 

A one-man Commission of Inquiry under the chairmanship of Mr. Justice 
M.ICMukherjee, a retired Judge of the Supreme Court, was appointed by the 
Government of India on 14 th May, 1999 to inquire into all the facts and 
circumstances related to the disappearance of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose in 1945 
including:- 

(a) whether Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose is dead or alive; 

(b) if he is dead, whether he died in the plane crash, as alleged; 

(c) whether the ashes in the Japanese temple are ashes of Netaji; 

(d) whether he has died in any other manner at any other place and, if so, 
when and how; 

(e) if he is alive, in respect of his whereabouts. 

2. The Ministry of Home Affairs is the nodal Ministry for the work related to the 
Commission. 

3. The Joint Secretary(CNV) has been designated as the nodal officer for 
assisting the Commission in so far as MEA is concerned. 

4. The Commission has, in the course of its inquiry, asked for various 
documents and relevant information, including some from different countries like the 
USA, Russia and UK We have made every effort to give to the Commission 
whatever information/documents were available in the records of the Ministry, and , 
through our concerned Missions, documents available in various archives/institutions 
abroad and information as desired by the Commission. A number of files and 
documents have already been provided to the Commission. However, difficulties 
have been faced in obtaining all the documents desired by the Commission from 
foreign countries mainly because the Commission’s requests have been general in 
nature, without specifying the details of the documents, and sometimes, on account 
of procedural hurdles in respective countries. The Commission has been fully 
apprised of the position in this matter in each case. 

5. Till now, the Commission has undertaken two visits to foreign countries, viz., 
the UK in July, 2001 and, more recently, to Japan in September, 2002 for examining 
relevant documents and witnesses. The Commission is also contemplating a visit to 
Taiwan in this connection. 

6. As regards action pending on the part of this Ministry on matters relating to 
the Commission, we are in the process of identifying and locating certain documents 
in the Ministry and obtaining some information from our Missions in Washington, 
Hanoi and the CIS countries. These will be passed on to the Commission as soon as 
they become available.

Background Note on Justice Mukheriee Commission of inquiry 


A one-man Commission of Inquiry under the chairmanship of Mr. Justice 
M.K.Mukherjee, a retired Judge of the Supreme Court, was appointed by the 
Government of India on 14 th May, 1999 to inquire into all the facts and 
circumstances related to the disappearance of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose in 1945 
including:- 

(a) whether Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose is dead or alive; 

(b) if he is dead, whether he died in the plane crash, as alleged; 

(c) whether the ashes in the Japanese temple are ashes of Netaji; 

(d) whether he has died in any other manner at any other place and, if so, 
when and how, 

(e) if he is alive, in respect of his whereabouts. 

2. The Ministry of Home Affairs is the nodal Ministry for the work related to the 
Commission. 

3. The Joint Secretary(CNV) has been designated as the nodal officer for 
assisting the Commission in so far as MEA is concerned. 

4. The Commission has, in the course of its inquiry, asked for various 
documents and relevant information, including some from different countries like the 
USA, Russia and UK. We have made every effort to give to the Commission 
whatever irrformation/documents were available in the records of the Ministry, and , 
through our concerned Missions, documents available in various archives/institutions 
abroad and information as desired by the Commission. A number of files and 
documents have already been provided to the Commission. However, difficulties 
have been faced in obtaining all the documents desired by the Commission from 
foreign countries mainly because the Commission’s requests have been general in 
nature, without specifying the details of the documents, and sometimes, on account 
of procedural hurdles in respective countries. The Commission has been fully 
apprised of the position in this matter in each case. 

5. Till now, the Commission has undertaken two visits to foreign countries, viz., 
the UK in July, 2001 and, more recently, to Japan in September, 2002 for examining 
relevant documents and witnesses. The Commission is also contemplating a visit to 
Taiwan in this connection. 

6. As regards action pending on the part of this Ministry on matters relating to 
the Commission, we are in the process of identifying and locating certain documents 
in the Ministry and obtaining some information from our Missions in Washington, 
Hanoi and the CIS countries. These will be passed on to the Commission as soon as 
they become available.

This is regarding the release of classified documents on Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose which have been requisitioned by the Justice Mukherjee Commission 
of Inquiry. 

As you are aware, during the visit of the Commission to the UK in July, 2001 , 
the FQO had handed over a note to Justice Mukherjee which revealed that there are 
some papers in the British Records which have not yet been released. In this 
connection, I would like to draw your attention to your fax message of 18.12.2001 
forwarding the reply of 14.12.2001 of the Foreign & Commonwealth Office on this 
issue. We had forwarded the FCO’s reply to the Commission. 


During his visit to the UK, Justice Mukherjee had personally requested Lord 
Peter Archer to take up the matter of release of the documents with the Lord 
Chancellor with whose orders the said documents have been withheld. Lord Archer 
has informed the Commission that the Lord Chancellor had not agreed to the release 
of the documents. He has, however, advised that it would be more appropriate to 
take up the issue through diplomatic channels. This matter was also discussed by 
Justice Mukherjee during his recent meeting with EAM. 


We would, therefore, request you to take up the matter once again with the 
British authorities at the appropriate level to seek the release of the documents for 
the Justice Mukherjee Commission of Inquiry.

14-18, 2002. Justice Mukherjee was accompanied on the visit by Mr. PK 
Sengupta, the Secretary of the Commission. A programme for the visit of the 
Commission to Japan is enclosed with this letter.

/ Assembly and nephew of Netaji, Dr. Madhusudan Pal and Shri Kamal Das 

i [ assistant to Shri Subrata Bose also visited Japan - their visit coincided that of 
Hon’ble Commission - as an interested party in the proceedings of the 

Commission. 





An informal interaction of the Justice Mukherjee Commission with 
Netaji’s surviving Japanese associates was held at the Renkoji Temple in 
Tokyo on Monday, September 16, 2002. The session lasted for two hours 
and was followed by the examination of the urn, allegedly containing the ashes 
of Netaji. All Japanese a ss ociates of Netaji pr esent at the meeting and Rev. 
Mochijuki, Chief Priest of the Renkoji Temple, Mr. Hayashi, the Secretary of 
the Bose Academy and Mr. Okuda, who had helped organise the interaction, 
r e-affirmed their strong belief that the ashes were those of Netaji and urged the 
Hon’bl e Commission to quic kly conclude its deliberations and present a re port 
t hat would result in the ashes being returned to India . The Japanese associates 
of Netaji also reiterated that they were getting old and this lent a sense of 
urgency to their request. A list of those present at the interaction and a 
transcript of the proceedings is enclosed for the Ministry’s record. The 
i nteraction in Renkoji Temple was organised with the blessings of the Fore ign 
Offic e and two Foreign Office officials - Mr. Taga, Assistant Director in the 
Southwest Asia Division, MOFA and Mr. Yokote, an official in the same 
Division were present during the proceedings. 


The Commission visited Miyazaki on Tuesday, September 17, 2002 to 
record the deposition of Dr. Taneyoshi Yoshimi who claimed to have attended 
Netaji after the plane crash on August 18, 1945. Dr. Yoshimi was the onl y 
witness to be examined by the Justice Mukherjee Commission from among st 
those who had deposed before the Shall Nawaz Committee and the Kliosla 

Commission. D r. Yoshimi maintained that he treated Netaji and when h e 
passed away, he applied for a death certificate in his original nam e i.e. Subash 
Chandra Bose. However, extract from the cremation register forwarded b y the 
Japanese Foreign Office in 1956 gave the name of the deceased as Ichiro 

Okura. Dr. Yoshimi stated under oath that he had not applied for such a 
ce rtificate, as he never knew Mr. Okura. 

The Commission also left a letter addressed to Ambassador requesting 
him to ascertain whether the ashes contained any bones, which could be used 

f or the purpose s o f a DNA test . 

I hosted a lunch in honour of the Commission and the Japanese 
associates of Netaji after the interaction at the Renkoji Temple on September 
16, 2002. On the evening of September 17, a prominent member of the Indian 
community in Tokyo, Mr. Tanmoy Banerjee, who is also the representative of 
the West Bengal Industrial Development Corporation hosted a dinner in 
honour of the Hon’ble Commission. 

I have forwarded a brief report on the deliberations and visit of the 
Commission for the Ministry’s information only. This may kindly be retained 
in the Ministry. This record is based on a report prepared by Mr. C. 
Rajasekhar, First Secretary (Political) who accompanied the Commission on 
its deliberations in Tokyo and Miyazaki.

Subject: Details of informal interaction of Hon’ble Justice Mukherjee 
Commission with Netaji’s Associates at Renkoji Temple on September 

16 , 2002 


At the outset, Mr. Shigemoto Okuda, an associate of Netaji introduced 
all those present to the Hon’ble Justice Mukherjee Commission. A copy of 
all those present in the interaction is enclosed. The interaction went on as 
following: 

Mr. Takehiko Abe: Introducing himself to the Commission, Mr. Abe 
thanked the Justice Mukheijee Commission, who had come from India to 
Japan to find out the facts concerning the disappearance of Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose as well as the ashes of the Netaji. He used to be the Head of 
one of the military wings of the Japanese Imperial Army’s office in 
Malaysia, called the Hikari Kikan. As of date, he is the oldest member liv ing 
frpm among the Netaji’s associat es. Indicating to Rev. Mochuzuki, who was 
sitting next to him, he said that Rev. Mochizuki was responsible for keeping 
Netaji’s ashes for approximately 57 years since the end of World War II. He 
also said that Mr. Hayashi, Secretary, Bose Institute and Mrs. Matsushima 
had been making substantial financial contributions to the Renkoji temple 
for preservation of the ashes of Netaji. He hoped that the enquiry would be 
an extensive one and during the enquiry, the Commission would be able to 
gather such material and documents as would enable it to prove the death of 

I the Netaji. He sincerely hoped that the ashes of Netaji would be returned to 
the citizens of India as soon as possible. 

Hon’ble Justice Mukherjee: The Hon’ble Justice first thanked all those 
present for their cooperation in finding the truth. He also thanked Rev. 
Mochizuki and others present for taking so much interest in the affairs of 
India and Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose after so many years. He further 
added that in 1956, a Committee was constitut ed to find out how Netaji died. 
This committee was constituted consisting o f a very close associate of 
Netaji, Mr. Shah Nawaz Khan. The second member was Mr. S.N. Mitra and 
the third member of the Committee was Mr. Suresh Chandra Bo se, an ICS 
. officer an d the brother of N etaji. The Committee, by a majority verdict, 

1 (gave a finding that Netaji died in the plane crash. But his brother differed 


1 


with that view and said that the story of accident was not correct. After that, 
some people thought that those findings were not correct and, t herefor e, in 
1970. a one-member Justice Khoshla Commission was appoin ted. The 
Commission, after recording findings of witnesses at different places, 
including in Japan, gave a finding in 1974 confirming the earlier finding a nd 
s aid that Netaji indeed died in the plane cr as h. In spite of the find ing of the 
Committee and the Commission, some people in I ndia in general and some 
Members of Parliament in particular d id not agree w ith the view that Netaji 
died in the plane crash. In 1978, Shri Morajri Desai, the then Prime Minister 
of India, said that there were some contemporary records which threw doubt 
about the death of Netaji in the accident. Since then, the controversy was 
going on until the Legislative Assembly of West Bengal passed a unanimous 
resolution that a fresh enquiry might be ordered as to the circumstances 
leading to the disappearance and death of Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose. 
Subsequently, a petition was also filed in the Calcutta High Court by a 
follower of Netaji for asking the Government of India to hold a fresh 
inquiry. Th en the Government of India constituted the presen t Commissi on 
of Inquiry to find the following: 

(1) Whether Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose is dead or alive; 

(2) If he is dead, whether he died in the plane crash, as alleged; 

(3) Whether the ashes in the Japanese temple are the ashes of 
Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose; 

(4) If he is alive, his whereabouts 

After this Commission was constituted according to our procedure, we 
invited statements from different parties through public notifications. Now 
we have got more than 60 statements in which different versions have been 
given. While some say he died in the plane crash, other say he did not die in 
the plane crash, he fled to Russia. Some also say that he is in India. 

Amongst the parties, w ho are strongly refuting plane crash theory, ar e 
present here: 

(1) Mr. Subrata Bose, son of Shri Sarat Chandra Bose a nd nephew 
of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose 

(2) D r. Madhusud an Pal, a renowned surgeon in Calcutta, taking 
active interest in Netaji. 

In the enquiry, we have examined more than 80 witnesses, received 
documents in India, and had been to London to see documents in different 



Ij libraries. We have also got from Russia documents in Russian language. 
IWe are translating them into English. So far as the British Government was 
concerned, even though we have seen a number of documents, there are 
some more documents also, which they have kept as classified and they said 
Jthat they are not going to disclose the documents before the year 2021. 
Now, at this stage, we have come here to interact with people and to 
examine Dr. Taneyosi Yoshimi at Miyazaki, who attended the Netaji after 
the plane crash. 






Rev. Mochizuki: First of all, thank you very much for coming here today. 
If I report of what happened before 18 th September, 1945, my fathe r, as he 
was the previous Chief Priest of this temple, held the funeral fo r N etaji 
within this temple. During the funeral, there were some more people 
present, including some from the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, some from the 
Indian National Army and a number of Netaji’ s associates, who were present 
here during the funeral. We held the funeral under the understanding that 
we had received the ashes of Netaji, who was a very important person, who 
contributed to the Independence of India and since then my father, the 
people around us and I have been strongly believing that we have the ashes 
of Netaji and we have been keeping Netaji’s ashes here for more than 50 
years and we have been holding memorial services as appropriate. Two 
times before this, Commissions of Inquiry came to this temple and at both 
the occasions my father mentioned that he strongly believed that he had with 
him the ashes of Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose and since you have come 
once again for the Inquiry, once again I say that the two of us - my father 
and I - have been keeping the ashes with the strong belief that the ashe s are 
of Netaji Subh as Chandra Bose . It is not only our personal belief. We have 
got the cooperation of the Indian Embassy, the Japanese Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, the Bose Institute in Japan and every year the anniversary of 
Netaji’s death, we have been holding memorial services under the belief that 
we have, indeed, the ashes of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. Under this 
belief we have preserved his ashes so far. 


Ms. Matsushima: Netaji died on 18 th August, 1945 and his ashes arrived 
here and a funeral was held here on 18 th September, 1945. I clearly recall 
what happened at that time. I was 18 years old and was living with my 
mother. My mother was taking care of Indian students in Japan and the 
cadets of the Indian National Army, chosen by Netaji Bose, who were living 
rat a place close to here, called Ogikubo. I saw for myself the ashes of Netaji 
land strongly believe that the ashes in this temple are indeed of Netaji’s. 


After greeting Rev. Mochizuki, Mr. Okuda, Mrs. Matsushima, Justice 
Mukherjee and others Shri Subrata Bose introduced himself and said the 
following: 

I am Subrata Bose, a nephew of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose and a 
Member of the West Bengal Legislative Assembly. I am very happy to have 
this opportunity to meet all of you here, especially Mr. Okuda and the other 
gentlemen who were associated with Netaji in Japan and Mrs. Matsushima, 
daughter of Ms. Emori, about whom I have heard a lot from Mr. and Mrs. 
Anand Mohan Sahai. The Hon’ble Justice Mukherjee has explained to you 
in detail the circumstances, which led the Government of India to appoint 
another Commission of Inquiry. I must st ate with due respect to all of yo u 
that many members of my family, including myself are o f the view that it is 
still not established that Netaji died in the air crash at Taipei on 18 lh Au gust, 
1933 and consequently, I have doubts about the ashes which are being 
maintained here. The question of taking the ashes back to India, at present, 
does not arise and we have to wait for the conclusion of the Commission’s 
work and the report to be submitted to the Government of India. I must 
thank all of you most sincerely for the respect that you are showing to Netaji 
Subhas Chandra Bose and maintaining and keeping the ashes which you 
believe to be that of Natani, in such a nice manner all these years. I 
sincerely hope that this question will once for all be resolved by the Hon’ble 
Commission in due course. I like to seek one information from Rev. 
Mochizuki. We have seen press reports that in 1989 (September) Renkoji 
temple was completely destroyed by fire. The newspaper report appeared in 
one of the newspapers in India. But this was not denied at that time. The 
Commission has a record of that newspaper. Was Rev. Mochizuki here in 
1989? 

Rev. Mochizuki: Of course, I was here as the Chief Priest of the temple and 
actually this temple was built in 1983. 

Shri Bose: If the so-called ashes came in 1945, there was no attempt to build 
a temple earlier? 

Rev. Mochizuki: Before 1983, there was the old temple. 

Shri Bose: Was it completely demolished and rebuilt? 

Rev. Mochizuki: The old building was completely demolished and rebuilt. 


Mr. Okuda: All the people present here today are shocked at the stateme nt 
by Mr. Bose. If you do not mi nd, I would like to say a few word s. I was the 
youngest member of Netaji’s INA and Hikari Kikan. I was present at the 
forefront during the war, with the INA soldiers and the soldiers of the 
Japanese Imperial Army fighting in Imphal. I was a member of the Tactics 
and Intelligence Unit. The Hon’ble Commission will go to meet Dr. 
Yoshimi tomorrow at 0800 hours and he is the only witness, who attended 
the Netaji and he is, of course, the most important witness. 

At this stage, Mr. Okuda gave some documents to Hon’ble Justice and 
said that some other relatives of Netaji like Mrs. Krishna Bose and Mr. 
Sugata Bose came here last month and this is a copy of the letter that was 
submitted to Mrs. Krishna Bose. In 1996, I had the opportunity to 
participate in the ceremony for the 100 th anniversary of Netaji, which was 
held in Calcutta. The Minister of External Affairs was hosting the 
ceremony. I was very surprised to see some demonstration of an extremist 
group at the ceremony and the ceremony was postponed. I was shocked. 
And then in 1977 a ceremony was held and Mr. Shankar Dayal Sharma, the 
then President of India hosted this ceremony with the Prime Minister and 
opposition leaders of that time. A leader of the INA, Col. Dhillon gave a 
short speech in which he said that some people in India had mentioned that 
the ashes kept at Renkoji temple in Japan were not the real ashes of Netaji. 
But please note that after the war, many comrades of Netaji as well as some 
people who respect Netaji have been visiting the temple not only on the 
anniversaries but every day and also they have been protecting the ashes. 
This fact says that the ashes kept in Renkoji temple are indeed the ashes of 
Netaji. Last December, the current Prime Minister Mr. Vajpayee visited this 
temple and I mentioned to the Hon’ble Prime Minister that all of Netaji’s 
associates were getting old and I happened to be the youngest one and since 
I am touching 80, we sincerely hope that Netaji’s ashes will be sent back to 
his home in India and be kept in peace. The Prime Minister said that he had 
the same feeling as of mine. I, who am the youngest associate, of Netaji, am 
here today, but for past two months, I have been in hospital. I escaped from 
the hospital this morning, for which I obtained permission but I had to do it 
as it is a very important meeting. 

Mr. Abe: I have a question to the Hon’ble Justice. Together with Netaji 
was Col. Rehman in the same plane. Is Mr. Rehman still alive? 

Mr. Bose: He is dead. He was examined by the first Committee but not by 
the second (Khosla Commission) as he was dead by that time. As I said 


earlier, many members of my family, including myself hold a different view 
on this matter. Mrs. Krishna Bose, who had come here a month back, came 
to the family by marriage. As you know, the present Government of India, 
under the Prime Ministership of Shri Vajpayee has appointed this 
Commission to hold a fresh inquiry. I have two more questions: 


(1) Was the old temple at the same place before this temple was 
built in 1983? 


( 2 ) 


Can you give names of a few persons who brought the ashes 
from Tokyo to this temple? He died on 18 th August and ashes 
came here on 18 th September, who brought the ashes to the 
temple? 


Mr. Hayashi: You mentioned Mr. Bose that a lot of members of your 
family do not believe that Netaji is not dead. I would like to share with you 
the following information: 


Two years ago I received a phone call from Ms. Anita Bose 
mentioning that Netaji’s wife and mother had the understanding that she 
would not be living longer and the ashes should be brought back to India. 
Then we received a letter from Anita mentioning that Anita’s mother 
strongly hoped that the ashes would be brought back and had requested 
Government of India to arrange return of the ashes to India. We are deeply 
shocked to hear that there are many who still believe that Netaji is still alive 
and you have aske d the question, who brought Netaji’s ashes to this tem ple. 
It seems nobody has answered the question yet. But before that we would 
like to ask you as to what is the point of asking this question. ^ 

Mr. Kuwahara: In 1956 Col. Khan came to Japan as the Chairman of the 
Commission of Inquiry. Mr. Khan was a Colonel in the Indian National 
Army and I was working as the liaison office at that time and we fought 
together in the War. I went to the Indian Embassy, which was, at that time, 
in front of the Imperial Palace in Tokyo and asked for a meeting with Col. 
Khan. He did not have so much time, but Col. Khan was able to spare a day 
with us and he was staying at the Imperial Hotel and we went to the 
restaurant together with Dr. Yoshimi as well. Col. Khan thanked us and 
appreciated for being able to record a very good statement from both of us 
and he appreciated and said that he understood the circumstances for 
Netaji’s death. 


Shri Bose: With due respect to all of you I repeat once again that at present, 
some members of the family still feel that it is not established that he died 
here and we shall await the report of the Commission. 



Mr. Hayashi: I want to mention that I was a very good friend of Col. Khan 
and at that time we used to work for the Hikari Kikan. All of us held a 
welcome party and farewell party for Col. Khan. He was very happy to 
attend the party. During the party he mentioned that he believed that the 
ashes were indeed of Netaji’s. At the international airport, Mr. Suresh 
Chandra Bose, a brother of Netaji said that he did not believe that Netaji is 
dead and Col. Khan was furious to hear this. 

Mr. Okuda: Mr. Kuwahara and Mr. Fujii mentioned that Dr. Yoshimi is the 
only witness, who is still alive. Mr. Yoshimi will be waiting for you at 0800 
hours tomorrow morning and he will be welcoming all the members of the 
Commission. 

Mr. Hayashi: Warrant Officer Iyaki and Radio Operator Tominaga died 
after being hospitalized and I saw Lt. Gen. Nonogaki afterwards and Netaji 
passed away at 1 1.14 p.m. and a total of 8 people were present at the time of 
Netaji’s death. There was Dr. Yoshimi, whom you will see tomorrow. 
There was Col. Khan and two other nurses. 

Justice Mukharjee: What is the document you are reading from and will 
you give us a copy of that? 

Mr. Hayashi: I have prepared this document based on my own investigation 
and I will be very happy to give you a copy. (A copy has since b een 
obtained). 

Justice Mukherjee: What is the base of your investigation. 

Mr. Hayashi: T his report was hand-written by me as a result of my 
i nvestigation and Mr. Havashida’ s. Mr. Haya shida i s the person, w ho 
brought Netaji’s ashes from Taiwan . H e was very ent husiastic of this case 
and he has written a book about Netaji. Unfortunately, he passed awSy two 
years ago. ' 

Rev. Mochizuki gave a document written by his father and added he was 
sorry that the document was written in Japanese.

We have separately sent a report by this bag on the visit of the 
justice Mukherjee Commission to Japan to enquire into the alleged 
disappearance of Netaji Subash Chandra Bose. Enclosed with this 
letter are copies of two communications endorsed to the Embassy by 
Mr. Shigemoto Okuda. Mr. Okuda is the youngest associate of Netaji 
currently alive in Japan. He was a member of a Japanese intelligence 
liaison unit attached to Netaji in Burma. Mr. Okuda helped arrange the 
interaction of the Hon’ble Commission with surviving associates of 
Netaii during the visit of the Hon’ble Commission to Tokyo. 


In his letter, Mr. Okuda has expressed indignation at the 
suggestion made during this interaction by Netaji’ s nephew Mr. 
Subrata Bose to the effect that Netaji did not die in the plane crash in 
( Taipei on August 18, 1945. The letters are written to Mrs. Krishna 
Bose, MP, the widow of Mr. Sisir Kumar Bose, another nephew of 
Netaji. Mrs. Bose who also happens to chair the Standing Committee 
of Parliament on External Affairs believes that Netaji did not die in the 
plane crash. I am mentioning the split in opinions within the Bose 
family on the event, which has been a major contributor to the 
constitution of one Committee and two Commissions to investigate the 
circumstances surrounding the plane crash in Taipei on August 18, 
1945. The letters received from Mr. Okuda are being forwarded for 
Ministry’s information. 




Incidentally, in his letter of 19 September, Mr. Okuda highly 
appraises the Hon’ble Justice Mukherjee and his conduct of the enquiry 
in Tokyo and Miyazaki.

I have received your esteemed fax letter dated 1 4th September 
2002. While one and half months have already passed since I 
was hospitalized, I prospect that it will be the end of this 
month when the director (doctor) of the hospital allows me to 
leave the hospital, to my regret. 

Hon'ble Justice Manoj Mukherjee who visited Japan and we, eight 
old comrades of Netaji Chandra Bose, Indian National Army (INA,) 
Hikari-Kikan 1943-45, Chief Priest of Renko j i Temple 
Mr. Mochizuki, and Mrs. Matsushima, total 10 members from Japan 
side attended the meeting held at Renko j i Temple from 10:30 
a.m. on 16th September, 2002. As the meeting was enthusias- 
tically proceeded up to 00:30 p.m.. Justice Mukherjee seemed 
to be very satisfied. 

However, as you anticipated, an uninvited guy Subrata Bose, 
a member of West Bengal Legislative Assembly who introduced 
himself as a nephew of Netaji Bose accompanied by two others 
was seated at the meeting table in addition to the two gentlemen. 
Justice Mukherjee and Secretary of the Commission Mr. Sen Guputa 
/*»who were dispatched from the Indian government to Japan and 
said, "Netaji Bose was not dead by a plane accident in Taipei 
on 18th August 1945. The ashes enshrined here at Renko j i Temple 
are false, and it is what all Netaji Bose family strongly 
believe." Although we, Japan side were very surprised and 
shocked by his statement, all of us were brave enough to orderly 
deploy counterargument. 

He also said, "Because Renko ji Temple was completely burnt down 
by fire in 1970s, the ashes enshrined here are not real." While 
Chief Priest Mr. Mochizuki and we, Japan side asked him, "There 
isn't such a fact at all. By what reason you make such a 
groundless statement?," he replyed, "It was once reported as 
an article on Indian newspaper." Although all of us 
involuntarily burst into laughing, we were astonished by his 
irresponsibleness, and couldn't stop changing our faces by anger 
which welled up in our mind. 

In compliance with the request of Justice Mukherjee, the 
respective associated personnel precisely explained about all 
what they know as to how and by what route the ashes of Netaji 
-.were brought to Tokyo after his death and placed at Renkoji 
Temple, showed the related documents, and these were recorded 
as the evidential material by an official interpreter. 
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Because the eight members who belonged to Hikari-Kikan among 
the Japanese attendants of this meeting were still at the 
battlefield when Netaji Bose was dead by an accident and no 
one can be a witness when he died, we asked Justice Mukherjee 
to visit the residence of the army surgeon at that time 
Dr.. Yoshimi who witnessed the death of Netaji Bose and made, 
signed his death certificate, presently the sole witness living 
in Miyazaki City, Kyushu, obtain and record his clear testimony 
w- on the following morning. 

This is the outline of the meeting. I will send you the 
photographs under the separate cover. It was a great pleasure 
for me to be able to see Dr. Sugata Bose after more than five 
years since January 1997. Meanwhile, I wish you the best of 
health and great success of your important duty.

Dear 

The Justice Mukherjee Commission of Enquiry into the alleged 
disappearance of Netaji Subash Chandra Bose visited Japan from September 
) 14-18, 2002. Justice Mukherjee was accompanied on the visit by Mr. PK 
Sengupta, the Secretary of the Commission. A programme for the visit of the 
Commission to Japan is enclosed with this letter. 

Sliri Subrata Bose, Hon’ble Member of the West Bengal Legislative 
Assembly and nephew of Netaji, Dr. Madhusudan Pal and Sliri Kamal Das 
assistant to Sliri Subrata Bose also visited Japan - their visit coincided that of 
the Hon’ble Commission - as an interested party in the proceedings of the 
Commission. 

An infonnal interaction of the Justice Mukherjee Commission with 
Netaji’ s surviving Japanese associates was held at the Renkoji Temple in 
Tokyo on Monday, September 16, 2002. The session lasted for two hours 
and was followed by the examination of the urn, allegedly containing the ashes 
of Netaji. All Japanese as soci ates of Netaji presen t at the meeting and Rev. 
Mochijuki, ChiefPriest of the Renkoji Temple, Mr. Hayasln, the Secretary of 
the Bose Academy and Mr. Okuda, who had helped organise the interaction, 
r e-affirmed their strong belief that the ashes were those of Netaji an d urged the 
Hon’ble Commission to quickly conclude its deliberations and present a report 
that would result in the ashes being returned to India. The Japanese associates 
of Netaji also reiterated that they were getting old and this lent a sense of 
urgency to their request. A list of those present at the interaction and a 
transcript of the proceedings is enclosed for the Ministry’s record. The 
interaction in Renkoji Temple was organised with the blessings of the Foreign 
Office and two Foreign Office officials - Mr. Taga, Assistant Director in the 
Southwest Asia Division, MOFA and Mr. Yokote, an official in the same 
Division were present during the proceedings. 
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The Commission visited Miyazaki on Tuesday, September 17, 2002 to 
record die deposition of Dr. Taney oshi Yoshimi who claimed to have attende d 
Netaji after the plane crasn on Augu st 18, 1945 . Dr. Yoshimi was the only 
witness to be examined by tlie Justice Muklierjee Commission from amongst 
those who had deposed before the Shall Nawaz Committee and die Kliosla 
Commission. Dr. Yoshimi maintained that he treated Netaji and when he 
pa ssed away, he applied tor a deatn certificate in Ins original name i.e. Subash 
Chandra Bose. However, extract from the cremation register forwarded by the 
Japanese Foreign Office in 1956 gave the name of die deceased as Ichiro 

Okura. Dr. Yoshimi stated under oath that he had not applied for such a 

certificate, as he never knew Mr. Okura. 

The Commission also left a letter addressed to Ambassador requesting l 
him to ascertain whether the ashes contained any bones, which could be used I 
for the purposes of a DNA test. 

I hosted a lunch in honour of the Commission and the Japanese 
associates of Netaji after the interaction at the Renkoji Temple on September 
16, 2002. On the evening of September 17, a prominent member of the Indian 
community in Tokyo, Mr. Tamnoy Banerjee, who is also the representative of 
the West Bengal Industrial Development Corporation hosted a dinner in 
honour of the Hon’ble Commission. 


I have forwarded a brief report on the deliberations and visit of the 
Commission for the Ministry’s infonnation only. This may kindly be retained 
in the Ministry. This record is based on a report prepared by Mr. C. 
Rajasekliar, First Secretary (Political) who accompanied the Commission on 
its deliberations in Tokyo and Miyazaki.

Subject: Details of informal interaction of Hon’ble Justice Mukherjee 
Commission with Netaji’s Associates at Renkoji Temple on September 

16, 2002 


At the outset, Mr. Shigemoto Okuda, an associate of Netaji introduced 
all those present to the Hon’ble Justice Mukherjee Commission. A copy of 
all those present in the interaction is enclosed. The interaction went on as 
following: 

Mr. Takehiko Abe: Introducing himself to the Commission, Mr. Abe 
thanked the Justice Mukherjee Commission, who had come from India to 
Japan to find out the facts concerning the disappearance of Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose as well as the ashes of the Netaji. He used to be the Head of 
one of the military wings of the Japanese Imperial Army’s office in 
Malaysia, called the Hikari Kikan. As of date, he is the oldest member living 
from among the Netaji’s associates. Indicating to Rev. Mochuzuki, who was 
sitting next to him, he said that Rev. Mochizuki was responsible for keeping 
Netaji’s ashes for approximately 57 years since the end of World War II. He 
also said that Mr. Hayashi, Secretary, Bose Institute and Mrs. Matsushima 
had been making substantial financial contributions to the Renkoji temple 
for preservation of the ashes of Netaji. He hoped that the enquiry would be 
an extensive one and during the enquiry, the Commission would be able to 
gather such material and documents as would enable it to prove the death of 
the Netaji. He sincerely hoped that the ashes of Netaji would be returned to 
the citizens of India as soon as possible. 

Hon’ble Justice Mukherjee: The Hon’ble Justice first thanked all those 
present for their cooperation in finding the truth. He also thanked Rev. 
Mochizuki and others present for taking so much interest in the affairs of 
India and Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose after so many years. He further 
added that in 1956, a Committee was constituted to find out how Netaji died. 
This committee was constituted consisting of a very close associate of 
Netaji, Mr. Shah Nawaz Khan. The second member was Mr. S.N. Mitra and 
the third member of the Committee was Mr. Suresh Chandra Bose, an ICS 
officer and the brother of Netaji. The Committee, by a majority verdict, 
gave a finding that Netaji died in the plane crash. But his brother differed 


with that view and said that the story of accident was not correct. After that, 
some people thought that those findings were not correct and, therefore, in 
1970, a one-member Justice Khoshla Commission was appointed. The 
Commission, after recording findings of witnesses at different places, 
including in Japan, gave a finding in 1974 confirming the earlier finding and 
said that Netaji indeed died in the plane crash. In spite of the finding of the 
Committee and the Commission, some people in India in general and some 
Members of Parliament in particular did not agree with the view that Netaji 
died in the plane crash. In 1978, Shri Morajri Desai, the then Prime Minister 
of India, said that there were some contemporary records which threw doubt 
about the death of Netaji in the accident. Since then, the controversy was 
going on until the Legislative Assembly of West Bengal passed a unanimous 
resolution that a fresh enquiry might be ordered as to the circumstances 
leading to the disappearance and death of Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose. 
Subsequently, a petition was also filed in the Calcutta High Court by a 
follower of Netaji for asking the Government of India to hold a fresh 
inquiry. Then the Government of India constituted the present Commission 
of Inquiry to find the following: 

(1) Whether Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose is dead or alive; 

(2) If he is dead, whether he died in the plane crash, as alleged; 

(3) Whether the ashes in the Japanese temple are the ashes of 
Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose; 

(4) If he is alive, his whereabouts 

After this Commission was constituted according to our procedure, we 
invited statements from different parties through public notifications. Now 
we have got more than 60 statements in which different versions have been 
given. While some say he died in the plane crash, other say he did not die in 
the plane crash, he fled to Russia. Some also say that he is in India. 

Amongst the parties, who are strongly refuting plane crash theory, are 
present here: 

(1) Mr. Subrata Bose, son of Shri Sarat Chandra Bose and nephew 
of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose 

(2) Dr. Madhusudan Pal, a renowned surgeon in Calcutta, taking 
active interest in Netaji. 

In the enquiry, we have examined more than 80 witnesses, received 
documents in India, and had been to London to see documents in different 


libraries. We have also got from Russia documents in Russian language. 
We are translating them into English. So far as the British Government was 
concerned, even though we have seen a number of documents, there are 
some more documents also, which they have kept as classified and they said 
that they are not going to disclose the documents before the year 2021. 
Now, at this stage, we have come here to interact with people and to 
examine Dr. Taneyosi Yoshimi at Miyazaki, who attended the Netaji after 
the plane crash. 

Rev. Mochizuki: First of all, thank you very much for coming here today. 
If I report of what happened before 18 th September, 1945, my father, as he 
was the previous Chief Priest of this temple, held the funeral for Net aii 
within this temple! During the funeral, t here were some more peopl e 
present, including some from the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, some from the 
Indian National Army andfanumber of Netaji’s associates," who were present 
here during the funeral We held the funeral under the understanding that 
we had received the ashes of Netaji, who was a very important person, who 
contributed to the Independence of India and since then my father, the 
people around us and I have been strongly believing that we have the ashes 
of Netaji and we have been keeping Netaji’s ashes here for more than 50 
years and we have been holding memorial services as appropriate. Two 
times before this, Commissions of Inquiry came to this temple and at both 
the occasions my father mentioned that he strongly believed that he had with 
him the ashes of Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose and since you have come 
once again for the Inquiry, once again I say that the two of us - my father 
and I - have been keeping the ashes with die strong belief that the ashes are 
of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. It is not only our personal belief. We have 
got the cooperation of the Indian Embassy, the Japanese Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, the Bose Institute in Japan and every year the anniversary of 
Netaji’s death, we have been holding memorial services under the belief that 
we have, indeed, the ashes of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. Under this 
belief we have preserved his ashes so far. 

Ms. Matsushima: Netaji died on 18 th August, 1945 and his ashes arrived 
here and a funeral was held here on 18 th September, 1945. I clearly recall 
what happened at that time. I was 18 years old and was living with my 
mother. My mother was taking care of Indian students in Japan and the 
cadets of the Indian National Army, chosen by Netaji Bose, who were living 
at a place close to here, called Ogikubo. I saw for myself the ashes of Netaji 
and strongly believe that the ashes in this temple are indeed of Netaji’s. 


After greeting Rev. Mochizuki, Mr. Okuda, Mrs. Matsushima, Justice 
Mukherjee and others Shri Subrata Bose introduced himself and said the 
following: 

I am Subrata Bose, a nephew of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose and a 
Member of the West Bengal Legislative Assembly. I am very happy to have 
this opportunity to meet all of you here, especially Mr. Okuda and the other 
gentlemen who were associated with Netaji in Japan and Mrs. Matsushima, 
daughter of Ms. Emori, about whom I have heard a lot from Mr. and Mrs. 
Anand Mohan Sahai. The Hon’ble Justice Mukherjee has explained to you 
in detail the circumstances, which led the Government of India to appoint 
another Commission of Inquiry. I must state with due respect to all of you 
that many members of my family, including myself are of the view that it is 
still not established that Netaji died in the air crash at Taipei on 18 th August, 
1945 and c onsequently, I have doubts about the ashes which are being 
maintained he re. The question of taking the ashes back to India, at present, 
does not arise and we have to wait fo r the conclusion of the Com mission’s 
work and the report to be submitted to the Government of India. I must 
tnank all of you most sincerely for the respect that you are showing to Netaji 
Subhas Chandra Bose and maintaining and keeping the ashes which you 
believe to be that of Natani, in such a nice manner all these years. I 
sincerely hope that this question will once for all be resolved by the Hon’ble 
Commission in due course. I like to seek one information from Rev. 
Mochizuki. We have seen press reports that in 1989 (September) Renkoji 
temple was completely destroyed by fire. The newspaper report appeared in 
one of the newspapers in India. But this was not denied at that time. The 
Commission has a record of that newspaper. Was Rev. Mochizuki here in 
1989? 

Rev. Mochizuki: Of course, I was here as the Chief Priest of the temple and 
actually this temple was built in 1983. 

Shri Bose: If the so-called ashes came in 1945, there was no attempt to build 
a temple earlier? 

Rev. Mochizuki: Before 1983, there was the old temple. 

Shri Bose: Was it completely demolished and rebuilt? 

Rev. Mochizuki: The old building was completely demolished and rebuilt. 


Mr. Okuda: All the people present here today are shocked at the statem ent _ 
by Mr. Bose. If you do not mind, I would like to say a few words. I was the 
you ngest member of Netaji’s INA and Hikari Kikan. I was present at the 
forefront during the war, with the INA soldiers and the soldiers of the 
Japanese Imperial Army fighting in Imphal. I was a member of the Tactics 
and Intelligence Unit. The Hon’ble Commission will go to meet Dr. 
Yoshimi tomorrow at 0800 hours and he is the only witness, who attended 
the Netaji and he is, of course, the most important witness. 

At this stage, Mr. Okuda gave some documents to Hon’ble Justice and 
said that some other relatives of Netaji like Mrs. Krishna Bose and Mr. 
Sugata Bose came here last month and this is a copy of the letter that was 
submitted to Mrs. Krishna Bose. In 1996, I had the opportunity to 
participate in the ceremony for the 100 th anniversary of Netaji, which was 
held in Calcutta. The Minister of External Affairs was hosting the 
ceremony. I was very surprised to see some demonstration of an extremist 
group at the ceremony and the ceremony was postponed. I was shocked. 
And then in 1977 a ceremony was held and Mr. Shankar Dayal Sharma, the 
then President of India hosted this ceremony with the Prime Minister and 
opposition leaders of that time. A leader of the INA, Col. Dhillon gave a 
short speech in which he said that some people in India had mentioned that 
the ashes kept at Renkoji temple in Japan were not the real ashes of Netaji. 
But please note that after the war, many comrades of Netaji a s well as some 
people who respect Netaji have been visiting the^temple not only on the 
anniversaries but every day and a lso" they have been protecting the ashe s. 
This fact says that the ashes kept in Ren koji temple are in deed t he ashes of 
Netaji. Last December, the current Prime Minister Mr. Vajpayee visited this 
temple and I mentioned to the Hon’ble Prime Minister that all of Netaji’s 
associates were getting old and I happened to be the youngest one and since 
I am touching 80, we sincerely hope that Netaji’s ashes will be sent back to 
his home in India and be kept in peace. The Prime Minister said that he had 
the same feeling as of mine. I, who am the youngest associate, of Netaji, am 
here today, but for past two months, I have been in hospital. I escaped from 
the hospital this morning, for which I obtained permission but I had to do it 
as it is a very important meeting. 

Mr. Abe: I have a question to the Hon’ble Justice. Together with Netaji 
was Col. Rehman in the same plane. Is Mr. Rehman still alive? 

Mr. Bose: He is dead. He was examined by the first Committee but not by 
the second (Khosla Commission) as he was dead by that time. As I said 



earlier, many members of my family, including myself hold a different view 
on this matter. Mrs. Krishna Bose, who had come here a month back, came 
to the family by marriage. As you know, the present Government of India, 
under the Prime Ministership of Shri Vajpayee has appointed this 
Commission to hold a fresh inquiry. I have two more questions: 

(1) Was the old temple at the same place before this temple was 
built in 1983? 

(2) Can you give names of a few persons who brought the ashes 
from Tokyo to this temple? He died on 18 th August and ashes 
came here on 18 :r ' September, who brought the ashes to the 
temple? 

Mr. Hayashi: You mentioned Mr. Bose that a lot of members of your 
family do not believe that Netaji is not dead. I would like to share with you 
the following information: 

Two years ago I received a phone call from Ms. Anita Bose 
mentioning that Netaji’ s wife and mother had the understanding that she 
would not be living longer and the ashes should be brought back to India. 
Then we received a letter from Anita mentioning that Anita’s mother 
strongly hoped that the ashes would be brought back and had requested 
Government of India to arrange return of the ashes to India. We are deeply 
shocked to hear that there are many who still believe that Netaji is still alive 

and you have asked the question, who brought Netaji' s asnes to this temple. 

Ifseems nobody has answered the question yet. But before that we would 

like to ask you as to what is the point of asking this question. 

Mr. Kuwahara: In 1956 Col. Khan came to Japan as the Chairman of the 
Commission of Inquiry. Mr. Khan was a Colonel in the Indian National 
Army and I was working as the liaison office at that time and we fought 
together in the War. I went to the Indian Embassy, which was, at that time, 
in front of the Imperial Palace in Tokyo and asked for a meeting with Col. 
Khan. He did not have so much time, but Col. Khan was able to spare a day 
with us and he was staying at the Imperial Hotel and we went to the 
restaurant together with Dr. Yoshimi as well. Col. Khan thanked us and 
appreciated for being able to record a very good statement from both of us 
and he appreciated and said that he understood the circumstances for 
Netaji’ s death. 



Shri Bose: With due respect to all of you I repeat once again that at present, 

I some members of the family still feel that it is not established that he died 
here and we shall await the report of the Commission. 

Mr. Hayashi: I want to mention that I was a veiy good friend of Col. Khan 
and at that time we used to work for the Hikari Kikan. All of us held a 
welcome party and farewell party for Col. Khan. He was very happy to 
attend the party. During the party he mentioned that he believed that the 
ashes were indeed of Netaji’s. At the international airport, Mr. Suresh 
Chandra Bose, a brother of Netaji said that he did not believe that Netaji is 
dead and Col. Khan was furious to hear this. 

Mr. Okuda: Mr. Kuwahara and Mr. Fujii mentioned that Dr. Yoshimi is the 
only witness, who is still alive. Mr. Yoshimi will be waiting for you at 0800 
hours tomorrow morning and he will be welcoming all the members of the 
Commission. 

Mr. Hayashi: Warrant Officer Iyaki and Radio Operator Tominaga died 
after being hospitalized and I saw Lt. Gen. Nonogaki afterwards and Netaji 
passed away at 1 1.14 p.m. and a total of 8 people were present at the time of 
Netaji’s death. There was Dr. Yoshimi, whom you will see tomorrow. 
There was Col. Khan and two other nurses. 

Justice Mukharjee: What is the document you are reading from and will 
you give us a copy of that? 

Mr. Hayashi: I have prepared this document based on my own investigation 
and I will be very happy to give you a copy. (A copy has since been 
obtained). 

Justice Mukherjee: What is the base of your investigation. 

Mr. Hayashi: This report was hand-written by me as a result of my 
investigation and Mr. Hayashida’s, Mr. Hayashida is the person, who 
brought Netaji’s ashes from Taiwan. He was very enthusiastic of this case 
and he has written a book about Netaji. Unfortunately, he passed away two 
years ago. 

Rev. Mochizuki gave a document written by his father and added he was 
sorry that the document was written in Japanese.

The Hon’ble Justice Mukherjee Commission visited Japan from 14' -

I write with reference to Shri P.K. Sengupta’s D.O. No.JMCI/Overseas 
Witness/ 2000-0 1/70/ 278 dated August 22, 2002 regarding the 

Commission’s visit to Taipei, in which he had intimated the places that the 
Commission would like to visit / inspect. We have inquired about the 
feasibility of the Commission’s visit to these places, and information, which 
is available to us, is as given below: 


(i) Taihoku Airport : This is the operational domestic airport. A visit is 
feasible with necessary permissions from Government agencies. No records 
of the 1945 period are available with airport authorities. The physical 
layout of the airport has changed so greatly that the precise site of the air- 
crash is not identifiable. 


(ii) Nam Mong Military Hospital : The hospital does not exist any more. 
There is no clear idea of its former location. It is believed that it may have 
been at the site of the former Weixu Hospital which itself has ceased to 
exist. Records of the Nam Mong and Weixu Hospitals are not available in 
Taiwan and, according to authorities at the National Archives; these are 
likely to have been destroyed. 

(iii) Municipal Crematorium Taipei: The crematorium does not exist any 
more. The entire area is a park. Past records are not traceable. 

(iv) Bureau of Health & Hygiene, Taipei Municipal Office: Municipal 
authorities claim that they are not aware of any organization with this 
nomenclature and do not have any records of any such office. 

(v) Hokutu Military Hospital: Is currendy known as the National Force 
Beitou Military Hospital. They do not have any records older than 1992. 
Earlier records have been destroyed. 

2. Authorities at the National Archives, National Central Library and 
other Government agencies have not been able to confirm the availability of 
records of that period. 

3. Further efforts were also made to locate witnesses, the names of 
which were earlier provided by the Commission. It has not been possible to 
locate any living witnesses, despite fresh efforts, on the basis of the limited 
and incomplete information provided by the Commission. 






4. MHA may kindly note that the Government of India does not 
recognize the so-called Republic of China or Taiwan, and therefore has no 
diplomatic or official relations with Taiwan. In view of this, this Ministry is 
limited in its ability to facilitate the Commission’s visit to Taiwan. The MHA 
may also kindly note that holders of diplomatic and official passports are 
not permitted to visit Taiwan. If the Commission intends to travel to 
Taipei, ordinary passports will need to be used. Guidelines for Indian 
officials traveling to Taiwan are annexed. 

5. MHA may also kindly note that this Ministiy would render assistance 
in making the logistics arrangements in Taipei but will not be in a position 
to make any payments on behalf of the Commission. Payment for all 
services in Taipei, including hotel accommodation, transportation and 
interpretation, will therefore need to be made directly by the Commission 
itself. 

6. Ministry of Home Affairs may kindly advise the Commission regarding 
their proposal to visit Taipei, appropriately in the light of the above 
information.

ANNEXURE-I' 



GUIDELINES FOR INDIAN OFFICIALS TRAVELLING TO TAIWAN 


They should travel on the regular (blue) passport, and not on official or 
diplomatic passports. 

Their visits to Taiwan are in their personal or corporate capacities, and 
not as representatives of the Government of India. 

They should refrain from attending any function of an official or political 
nature. 

They should not highlight their official position, give press interviews as 
GOI officials or make any political statements/ comments during their 
stay in Taiwan. 

Taiwan should not be referred to as “Republic of China” or “ROC”. 

They should not sign any formal document with the “Government” of the 
“Republic of China”. 

There should not be any display of national flag, country name plate, 
national emblem or singing of the national anthem of India during the 
meetings with Taiwanese side. 

Approved route for Government officials travelling to Taiwan is via 
Bangkok/Singapore.

Please refer to Ministry of Home Affairs’ sanction No. 1/12014/6/2001 - IS(D.lll) dated 
10.9.11 for the visit of Justice Mukherjee Commission of Inquiry to Japan. 

It is seen that the sanction does not explicitly include the following items of expenditure 
which were mentioned in our endorsements even number dated 28.8.02 and 3.9.02: 

(a) cost of hiring an interpreter, video recording and photography of the Renkoji Temple 
and interaction of the Commission with witnesses.

(b) cost of air-fare for the sectors Tokyo - Miyazaki - Tokyo for the Chairman and 
Secretary of the Commission, for the interpreter who will accompany the 
Commission to Miyazaki and, cost of their hotel stay in Miyazaki. 


Our Embassy has also informed that they have incurred a cost of Yen 200,000 towards 
publication of a Public Notice in a Japanese newspaper as desired by the Commission. The 
Embassy has also made reservations for the air travel and accommodation of the Commission 
and interpreter as at (b) above. In the absence of a sanction, if these are to be cancelled, then 
cancellation charges will have to be paid.

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* evidence that Netaji died in Taihoku as a result of an air crash,

^r. Pal informed our father as well as issued a public statement 
recording this fact. No photograph of Netaji 1 s dead body has been 
produced by the J apanese. 

In August 1946# General Zaman Kiani# Col. Habibur Rahman and 
Col. Gulzara Singh# all top ranking officers of the INA# spent a 
fortnight at our Woodburn Park residence. Col. Habibur Rahman 
accompanied Netaji in the same plane from Saigon. Our father' Sarat 
C handra Bose questioned Col. Habibur Rahman in deta il and rejected 
his version of the alleged air crash and Netaji's death. Sar^t 
Chandra Bose issued public statements and made a number of speeches 
in public meeti ngs stating that Netaii did not die in any air 
'crash at Taihoku Airport. 

A burnt wrist watch was delivered to father by Col. Habibur 
Rahman. According to Col. Habibur Rahman Netaji was wearing this 
wrist watch at the time of the alleged air crash. General Zaman 
Kiani senior. most General of INA informed our father that Netaji 
never used such a watch during his entire stay in East Asia. In 
fact# General Kiani informed our father that a dozen of similar 
watches were being used by different INA Officers. 

During the life-time of our youngest umzi 3E± uncle late Sailes i 
Chandra Bose a statement signed by him and all the sons of every- 
one of Netaj i's brothers were issued to the press at Calcutta 
stating that the 'ashes' at Renkoji Temple were not th e 'ashes' 
of Netaji. 

Mahatma Gandhi granted an interview to Col. Habibur Rahman 
in 1945 and after speaking to him in detail^ issued a press sta- 
tement that Netaji did not die in any air crash. 

The Government of India appointed two Commissions of Enquiry 
to Enquire into this matter. The Janata Government rejected the 
findings of both the Commissions. The Government of India has

We are firmly of the view that to bring the ‘ashes' now lying 
in the Renkoji Temple in Tokyo to India as 'ashes' of Netaji 
Subhas Chandra Bose will be an act of sacrilege# which should not 
be allowed by the people and Government of India.

This has reference to your fax message of August 12/2002 regarding inquiry into 
the alleged disappearance of Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose. 

2 It may be recalled that the Justice Kihosla Commission had earlier visited 
Taipei in 1973 and in his report st had stated that the Commission could not locate 
any original or authentic document in Taipei (Our fax of September 19, 2001 
refers), Sometime last year, an Indian national, who has been associated with the 
search for Netaji for over four decades visited IT A office. When we spoke to the 
authorities from the former Japanese Military Hospital in Taipei, we were told 
those documents which were fifty years or more old had already been destroyed 
In fact, the former Japanese Military Hospital docs not exist here anymore and 
new developments have come up at its location, 

3., We had taken it up on September 19, 2001 with the Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
for any additional information on the alleged disappearance of Netaji. In response 
to our request, the note sent to us by the Ministry' of Foreign Affairs, mtcralia 
mentioned that in a book edited and published by the Ministry of National 
Defence of Taiwan in May 1991 on war against the Japanese aggression in China 
and the chronology of its major events, page no 531 says that ’’ ...Chandra Bose 
was injured and he died in the aircrush at Taipei airport" Photographs or other 
reference materials of this incident are not available with agencies contacted by 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. Our message of October 22, 2001 mentions 
names of those agencies which the Ministry of Foreign Affairs had contacted The 
above letter also mentions that further details may perhaps be available with the 
Japanese authorities (Japanese Archives of Foreign Relations and Japan National 
Parliament Library). (Our message of November 6. 2001 refers) 
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4. ITA forwarded a list of six individuals (received from IT A Council dated 
November 27, 200 1 ) mentioned in the book entitled “Netaji Mystery” authored by 
Dr Saiyanarayan Sinha to the Ministry of Foreign Affairs but due to lack of their 
full names, the local authorities could not locate any of them. (Our message of 
December 3.2001 refers) 

5 ITA forwarded another list of witnesses examined by the Khosla Commission 
when it had visited Taipei to the Ministry of Foreign Affairs on June 1 3. 2002 with 
a request to convey any information in respect of the mentioned witnesses. We 
have not received any response from the Ministry of Foreign Affairs despite 
reminders Our fax of July 23, 2002 refers 

6 In a nutshell, it is likely to be very' very difficult to find people mentioned in the 
list of witnesses in the Khosla Commission report Even if they are somehow 
located, due to old. age. the reliability of their memory would be doubtful In such 
a situation, we arc not very sure if the Commission will be able to obtain any 
additional information 

7 No one here knows the exact site of the plane crash on August 18, 1945 in 
which Nctaji allegedly died, Therefore, ( I A Council may like to ascertain the 
information describing the exact location of the plane crash from other sources or 
documents so that we could pass or, the information to the local authorities for 
obtaining permission enabling the Commission to visit the site. Such a visit will 
not be possible without permission, particularly when ITA officials are not to be 
involved with the visit as per the Council’s instructions 

8 It is requested that arrival and departure details of the Commission may be sent 
to us so that ITA may approach the local authorities for suitable permissions. It is 
also requested that the specific requests of the Commission may be sent to us so 
that proper arrangements could be made for related meetings etc

2. The Convention was adopted by the United Nations General 
Assembly Resolution 2391 (XXIII) of 26 November 1968 and opened 
for signature, ratification and accession on 16 December 1968 (F/A). 

3. The Convention came into force 11 November 1970 in 
accordance with Article VIII. India had acceded to the Convention on 
12 January 1971. As of now, the Convention has 46 States Parties 
and 9 signatories. Although State Parties to the Convention have 
made declarations and reservations, India does not appear to have 
filed any declaration or reservation to this Convention (F/B). 

4. The Convention was prepared by the Human Rights Commission, 
wherein the definition of 'crime against humanity' was broadened 
compared to the definition contained in the Charter of the Nuremberg 
Tribunal, by including within its scope "eviction by armed attack or 
occupation and inhuman acts resulting from the policy of Apartheid 
and the crime of Genocide as defined in the 1948 Convention on the 
Prevention and Punishment of the crime of Genocide, even if such acts 
do not constitute a violation of a domestic law of the country in which 
they were committed". 

5. The Convention was the result of fear, which grew in the mid- 
1960s that German war Criminals of World War II who had not yet 
been apprehended might escape prosecution because of the expiration 
of the periods of limitation applicable to their crimes. Article V of the 
Convention obligates the States Parties to the Convention to ensure 
that statutory or other limitations shall not apply to the prosecution 
and punishment of the crimes referred to in Article 1 of the 
Convention. 


6. It may be noted that no Indian nationals were accused of war 
crimes. Further, Indian criminal law does not provide any limitation 
period for criminal offences. India's accession to the Convention was 
thus not linked to the trial of any specific accused persons but was an 
affirmation of India's support for the principle that persons accused of 
war crimes should not escape punishment through applicable statutory 
limitation.

The States Parties to the present Convention , 

Recalling resolutions of the General Assembly of the United Nations 3 (I) of 13

war criminals, resolution 95 (I) of 11 December 1946 affirming the principles of 
international law recognized by the Charter of the International Military Tribunal, 
Nurnberg, and the judgement of the Tribunal, and resolutions 2184(XXI) of 12 
December 1966 and 2202(XXI) of 16 December 1966 which expressly condemned as 
crimes against humanity the violation of the economic and political rights of the 
indigenous population on the one hand and the policies of apartheid on the other, 

Recalling resolutions of the Economic and Social Council of the United Nations 1074 
D (XXXIX) of 28 July 1965 and 1158 (XLI) of 5 August 1966 on the punishment of 
war criminals and of persons who have committed crimes against humanity, 

Noting that none of the solemn declarations, instruments or conventions relating to 
the prosecution and punishment of war crimes and crimes against humanity made 
provision for a period of limitation, 

Considering that war crimes and crimes against humanity are among the gravest 
crimes in international law, 

Convinced that the effective punishment of war crimes and crimes against humanity 
is an important element in the prevention of such crimes, the protection of human 
rights and fundamental freedoms, the encouragement of confidence, the furtherance 
of co-operation among peoples and the promotion of international peace and 
security, 

Noting that the application to war crimes and crimes against humanity of the rules of 
municipal law relating to the period of limitation for ordinary crimes is a matter of 
serious concern to world public opinion, since it prevents the prosecution and 
punishment of persons responsible for those crimes, 

Recognizing that it is necessary and timely to affirm in international law, through this

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Convention, the principle that there Is no period of limitation for war crimes and 
crimes against humanity, and to secure Its universal application, 

Have agreed as follows: 

Article 1 

No statutory limitation shall apply to the following crimes, irrespective of the date of 
their commission:

(a) War crimes as they are defined in the Charter of the International Military 
Tribunal, Nurnberg, of 8 August 1945 and confirmed by resolutions 3 (1) of 13 
February 1946 and 95 (I) of 11 December 1946 of the General Assembly of the 
United Nations, particularly the "grave breaches" enumerated in the Geneva 
Conventions of 12 August 1949 for the protection of war victims; 

(b) Crimes against humanity whether committed in time of war or in time of peace 
as they are defined in the Charter of the International Military Tribunal, Nurnberg, of 
8 August 1945 and confirmed by resolutions 3 (I) of 13 February 1946 and 95 (I) of 
11 December 1946 of the General Assembly of the United Nations, eviction by armed 
attack or occupation and inhuman acts resulting from the policy of apartheid, and 
crime of genocide as defined in the 1948 Convention pn the Prevention and 
Punishment of the Crime of Genocide, even if such acts do not constitute a violation 
of the domestic law of the country in which they were committed. 

Article 2 

If any of the crimes mentioned in article I is committed, the provisions of this 
Convention shall apply to representatives of the State authority and private 
individuals who, as principals or accomplices, participate in or who directly incite 
others to the commission of any of those crimes, or who conspire to commit them, 
irrespective of the degree of completion, and to representatives of the State 
authority who tolerate their commission. 

Article 3 

The States Parties to the present Convention undertake to adopt all necessary 
domestic measures, legislative or otherwise, with a view to making possible the 
extradition, in accordance with international law, of the persons referred to in article 
II of this Convention. 

Article 4 

The States Parties to the present Convention undertake to adopt, in accordance with 
their respective constitutional processes, any legislative or other measures necessary 
to ensure that statutory or other limitations shall not apply to the prosecution and 
punishment of the crimes referred to in articles 1 and 2 of this Convention and that, 
where they exist, such limitations shall be abolished.

Article 5 

This Convention shall, until 31 December 1969, be open for signature by any State 
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Member of the United Nations or member of any of Its specialized agencies or of the 
International Atomic Energy Agency, by any State Party to the Statute of the 
International Court of Justice, and by any other State which has been invited by the 
General Assembly of the United Nations to become a Party to this Convention. 

Article 6 

This Convention is subject to ratification. Instruments of ratification shall be 
deposited with the Secretary-General of the United Nations.

Article 7 

This Convention shall be open to accession by any State referred to in article 5. 
Instruments of accession shall be deposited with the Secretary- General of the 
United Nations. 

Article 8 

1. This Convention shall enter into force on the ninetieth day after the date of the 
deposit with the Secretary-General of the United Nations of the tenth instrument of 
ratification or accession. 

2. For each State ratifying this Convention or acceding to it after the deposit of the 
tenth instrument of ratification or accession, the Convention shall enter into force on 
the ninetieth day after the date of the deposit of its own instrument of ratification or 
accession.

1. After the expiry of a period of ten years from the date on which this Convention 
enters into force, a request for the revision of the Convention may be made at any 
time by any Contracting Party by means of a notification in writing addressed to the 
Secretary-General of the United Nations.

Sangeeta Gairola, Joint Secretary, Ministry of Home Affairs, Govt, of India 
on December 22 nd , 2001 and allowed by the Commission, had already 
elapsed. Shri Pal informed the Commission that two Committees, one for 
searching the documents within the Ministry and the other for the other 
departments and the Ministries, had been formed, but the reports of the 
Committees had not yet reached the Ministry of Home Affairs.

You would have also 
received my D.O. No.25/4/NGO-Vol.VIII dated 9 August 2002. 


2. Our Embassy in Tokyo will be making the necessary arrangements in 
accordance with the tentative programme sent earlier, as per which the 
Commission intends to be in Tokyo from 13 September until 19 September 
2002. We are awaiting their confirmation about the arrangements, and will 
revert once that is received. In case there any changes in the scheduled 
dates, these may be intimated to us as early as possible. 


3. With reference to the Commission’s proposed visit to Taiwan, you 
would be aware that the Government of India does not recognize the so- 
called Republic of China or Taiwan, and therefore has no diplomatic or 
official relations with Taiwan. In view of this, this Ministry is limited in its 
ability to facilitate any visit by the Commission to Taiwan. Moreover, under 
extant guidelines holders of diplomatic and official passports are not 
permitted to travel to Taiwan. Accordingly if Hon’ble Justice Mukherjee 
and Shri P.K. Sengupta intend to travel to Taiwan, it will have to be on 
ordinary passports . While this Ministry can facilitate the issue of limited 
validity ordinary passports for this purpose, it will be difficult to combine a 
visit to Japan and Taiwan unless the visit to Japan also is undertaken by 
the Commission on ordinary passports. 

4. This Ministry will assist the Commission in making logistics 
arrangements in Taipei. However, it will not be in a position to make any 
payments on behalf of the Commission in Taipei. Payment for all services 
in Taipei, including hotel accommodation and transportation, will need to 
be made directly by the Commission itself. Approximate expenditure in 


Taipei on the basis of requirements projected by the Commission is 
annexed. 

* 

5. This Ministry will 'also assist the Commission in obtaining the 
necessary "visa” for Taiwan. The “visa” will be affixed on the ordinary 
passports which will need to be made in Kolkata. 

6. Despite the Ministry’s best efforts, so far no living witness has been 
located in Taiwan. The Ministry has no information whether the site of the 
alleged plane crash and other sites associated with Netaji Subhas Chandra 
Bose are accessible. It would be advisable if the Commission could provide 
a list of likely sites that they intend to visit to enable this Ministry to first 
ascertain whether these sites still exist in their original form and whether 
these will be accessible to the Commission. 

7. The Home Ministry may like to advise the Commission appropriately 
in the light of the above, including on the advisability of combining the 
visits to Japan and Taipei. It would be advisable if the Commission could 
be requested to send this Ministry more details of its programme and site 
visits in Taipei, so that these can first be checked out, before a final 
decision is taken on the timing and duration of the Commission’s visit to 
Taiwan.

This has reference to the correspondence relating to the proposed visit of the 
Justice Mukherjee Commission of Inquiry to Japan.

7. Provision of tape-recorder for the hearing of the Commission. 

As already indicated, the programme of the Commission is only tentative. In 
case the final itinerary is altered and changes in logistics are necessitated, we will let 
you know.

This has reference to your letters No. JMCI/DOC(FOR)/99-2000/56(ll)/t14, 124, 
125^nd 209 dated 13.6.02, 17.6.02 and 22.7.02, respectively. 

It is observed that the underlying theme of all the above mentioned letters of the 
Commission is about the presence of documents in the Russian archives relating to the 
stay of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose in the former Soviet Union in 1945 and subsequent 
years, as mentioned in various letters of Shri Samar Guha, former M.P. , and the 
outcome of the efforts made by the Government of India to get the response of the 
Russian Government on this issue. In view of this, we are not separately replying to each 
of the Commission’s above mentioned letters. 

I would like to mention here that the issue of the presence of documents 
pertaining to Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose has been taken up with the Russian Foreign 
Office through our Mission in Moscow more than once. In July, 1995, the then 
Ambassador of India in Russia, Shri R.Sen, had personally taken up with the Russian 
Foreign Office the question of examination of all materials to finally determine whether 
•v Netaji had entered or stayed in the territory of the former Soviet Union in 1945 and in 
subsequent years. The responses received from the Foreign Office in this connection are 
enclosed for your perusal. 


Regarding the CCPA’s decision of 1991, as mentioned in your letter of 17.6.02, 
forwarded herewith is a copy of the letter of 4.4.91 from Ministry of Home Affairs 
conveying the decision of the CCPA. 

The Commission has also desired to have copies of the 'secret documents’ 
referred to in Shri Samar Guha’s letter of 26.2.91 addressed to Shri Devi Lai, the then 
Deputy PM. As far as the availability of such documents in various countries like Russia, 
USA and U.K. is concerned, the Commission is already aware of the position through our 
previous correspondence in the matter. The only documents which were received from 
Russia have been forwarded to the Commission.

In connection with the above, I shall appreciate if you please depute 
a senior officer to National Archives of India to go through the aforesaid 
files mentioned at Sr .No. 1 and 2 and take necessary action for downgrading 
both the files at an early date so as to enable us to supply copies of these 
files to the Justice Mukherjee Cbmmission of Inquiry, set up by the 

Government of India to enquire into the alleged disappearance of Netaji Subhas 
a Bose. Since all the three files have to be placed before the Justice 
erjee Commission, you are also requested to take urgent action to 
transfer the file mentioned at Sr. No. 3 above to National Archives of India for 
permanent preservation and use.
